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I am writing to urge the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers to recommend permanent hydrologic separation between the Great Lakes
and Mississippi River basins in the Great Lakes and Mississippi River Basin Interbasin Feasibility Study (GLMRIS).

Asian carp pose a severe and imminent threat to the Great Lakes fishery, valued at more than $7 billion.
Asian carp are an immediate threat and require immediate action. The current timeline for the Corps study is too long, with
recommendations not expected for the Chicago portion until 2015. The Corps needs to condense the timeline for its study and

produce final results for the Chicago portion of the GLMRIS within 18 months.
